Little Ray Givncy, Age 13 Years, Is 


Killed By tho Accidental Dis- 


charge of His Gun. 


The lirst fatal accident, of tho pres- 


ent hunting season In Onelda county 
occurred lust Sunday afternoon. The 
victim was Hay GIvney, agodKl years, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Thos. GIvney 
who reside at 28 Alban Street. 


Hay In company with Oliver Doe 


and William Lavalley, boys of about 
his age, took guns and In a boat went 
up tho Wisconsin Ulver, Sunday af- 
ternoon, on a hunting trip. When In 
tho vicinity of tho Hurkhart farm 
they pulled to shore and entered the 
woods. Hay soon became separated 
from the other boys. 
Later a shot 


was heard from tho direction In 
which he had gone. Doe and Laval- 
ey Immediately started out to locate 
the boy, thinking that ho had been 
successful 
in 
killing a partridge. 


They tramped about the woods for 


nearly an hour searching for their 
friend. .They shouted his name but 
received no response. As It was grow- 
ing lato In the day the boys llnally 
thought that he had returned to the 
boat to await their coming. Accord- 
ingly they started to return to the 
river and had only gone a short dis- 
tance when they were shocked to 
come across Hay's dead body. Near 
him lay the shot gun which had been 
responsible for the accident. 
The 


charge had entered tho boy's head 
carrying away part of tho brain. 
Death was no doubt Instantaneous. 
Doe and Lavalley secured tho services 
of Mr. Burkhart and tho body was 
brought to this city. 


How tho tragedy occurred will ncv 


er be known but It Is surmised that 
the boy was leaning over the barrel 
of the gun and tho weapon accident- 
ally discharged. 


Mrs. GIvney says that he was not In 


tho custom of handling llrearms and 
had come Into possession of the gun 
unbeknown to her. Tho boy's par- 
cuts aro frantic with grief. 


Mr. GIvney Is a traveling salesman 


and much dltllculty was experienced 
In locating him. Tho father had no 
knowledge of his son's death until 
Tuesday when he was notllled of the 
terrible alTalr at Wlthee. 


Jlay attended St. Mary's school arid 


was a favorite with his teachers and 
friends. Aside from his parents he Is 
survived by four sisters, 


Tho funeral was held this morning 


from St. Mary's church.

icst to that of the Donnerstags, be- 
came aware of their secret but tht 
brothers Informed him that they 
would kill him If he dared to tel 
tho Jailer. 


Tho boy was later sentenced to the 


reform school at Waukesha and whei 
liu was about to be taken to that In 
stltutjori ho told the Jailer of-what 
no had learned regarding tho Donner 
stags Intended escape. The 
throi 


prisoners were Immediately searched 
and the key was found in their pos 
session. Tl:o key tltted tho lock o 
tho coll door and with it the prison 
ers could easily have gained thol 
freedom. They had arranged to at 
tempt the escape during the lat( 
hours of tho night when they woulu 
have had llttlo dltllculty In overpow 
orlng the watchman. 


Since then tho Donnerstags hav 


been removed to separate cells In 
different parts of the Jail and will 
hereafter bo shown no favors. 


Tho brothers will have their trial 


at tho next session of tho United 
States court to be held at Madison In 
December.

\bout twelve o'clock ho started for 
he home of his brother who lives .on 
Messer street. Ho was accompalned 
by his newly made acquaintances who 
irctunded that they were also going 
;o their home on the west side. 
When near the plant of the Rhine- 
antler Iron Company, Chrlstalnson 
claims that one of tho young men 
grabbed him by tho throat and threw 
Jilm to the ground. The others were 
Instantly upon him and although ho 
endeavored to throw them off he was 
powerless In their grasp. He was 
soon relieved of his money after which 
his assailants released him and rapid- 
ly disappeared. 


Having a good description of the 


men, 
Chrlstlanson returned to Thay- 


er Street and found Chief Straub 
to whom he related his troubles. The 
Chief Immediately started In search 
of the young men and had littlo 
dllllculty In locating them. 
They 


were placed under arrest and Mon 
day morning arraigned before Judge 
Walker in 
Municipal court. 
The 


case was continued until Friday 
morning. Bonds were tlxed at $-00 
each. Two were successful In se- 
curing ball. 


When searched the prisoners were 


found to bo without money. Christ 
lansen Is a hard working man In the 
employ of the Buruly' Lumber Co. 
and tho money of which he claimed 
he was robbed represented a saving of 
many weeks.

secure the payment of tho state and 
ocal license, in tho event that such 
jerson falls to become a permanent 
merchant, with sureties to be approv- 
ed by the City Clerk of said,City. 


Section 3. Every person, firm or 


corporation which shall not have be- 
come a permanent merchant or deal- 
er In this City, who or which sells, or 
exposes for sale, any goods, wares or 
merchandise and who or which shall 
advertise, represent and hold forth 
that the sale thereof is an Insurance, 
bankrupt, Insolvent, assignee, trus- 
tee, estate, executor, administrator, 
receiver, Job lot or closing out sale, or 
sale of goods, wares or merchandise 
damaged by smoke, fire, water or 
otherwise, or that by reason of flnan 
clal or other special or peculiar clr 
cumstances, such goods, wares or 
merchandise will bo disposed of for 
less than their real value, shall, be 
fore 
commencing or advertising a 


sale thereof, pay Into the city treas- 
ury a licence fee of five dollars per 
day during which such sale or offer- 
ing ror sale of said goods shall con- 
tinue, and upon such payment being 
made a license therefor shall bo iss- 
ued and granted to such person, firm 
or corporation, as provided by law.
